The Safety and Security 
Department received 
information Wednesday 
afternoon that some students 
possessed illegal drugs which 
they planned to sell at the Black 
Oak’s concert that night. 
Authorization for search was 
given by the Dean of Students 
Office, assisted by the Security 
Department, which proceeded 
to conduct searches in Ellington 
and Austin Peay dormitories. 
The search was made about 
6:30 p.m. No arrests were 
made. 

Several students who 
attended the concert 
Wednesday night gave 
statements to the Pacer The 
statements were to the effect 
that in their opinions, the air in 
the Field House reeked the odor 
of marajuana during and after 
the concert. 

At approximately 2:30 a.m. 
Thursday morning, two 
students found what appeared 
to be marajuana hidden in the 
ceiling of the second floor C in 
Austin Peay dorm. The articles 
were probably stashed as the 
result of the earlier search. 

A missing tile in the 
suspended ceiling acted as a 
door to the hidden place from 
which the students retrieved a

Rules Changes Wanted

The Women’s Rules Research 
Committee has compiled the 
results of the survey taken last 
week, and the results have been 
posted in each women's 
residence hall. 

Of the 1,375 women residents 
of the University, 1,127 
answered the questionaire 
which was presented last 
Tuesday night. This is 81 per 
cent of the women. 

The six major questions 
concerned such issues as 
women’s hours, sign-in and 
sign-out procedures, and open 
houses. The questions and 
responses were as follows: 

1. Do you feel that the present 
policy concerning women’s 
hours is satisfactory? 289 
women said yes, and 841 said 
no 

2. Would you be in favor of 
self-regulated hours for 
freshman women? 858 
answered yes, 262, no 

3. If answer to No. 2 is “yes,” 
check one of the following : 

a Self regulated hours for 
second or third quarter 
freshman women 472. 

b Self-regulated hours for 
freshmen women maintaining a 
certain cumulative average - 93. 

c. Self-regulated hours for 
freshman women with parental 
permission 240 

d Self-regulated hours for 
freshman women on specified 
nights. 87.

Subject Of Discussion

RECENTLY a panel discussion was held in Room 207 in the 
University Center between a number of black and white students 
in order to determine the results of Black History Week. 

THE PRIMARY purpose of Black History Week was to bring an 
awareness to the campus of the contributions by black men and 
women that have helped make this country what it is today. 

As was brought out in the 
panel discussion, a number of 
whites, particularly in this area 
having only limited contact with 
black people, have grown up 
believing myths - which can be 
disproven only through meeting 
and knowing blacks. Black 
History week serves as one way 
of providing the availability of 
such an exchange of 
information 

Many blacks are also just as 
ignorant of themselves (though 
not in the same way) as many 
whites. Being cut off from the 
vital information as to their 
identity, '(which blacks made 
what contributions at given 
periods of history) they make 
poor diplomats for a race that is 
striving for the recognition as 
first-class citizens among the 
people of the world. Black 
History Week serves to bridge 
such gaps in the knowledge of 
black people 

Of the many points brought 
out during the discussion of 
Black History week, no point 
was brought out more vividly 
than the need for closer 
association between the two

Meek Library Lagging As 
Compared To Others

ANYONE who has had to use 
LIT Martin's Paul Meek Library 
for any period of time has 
certainly noticed that the 
coverage of many subject areas 
is inadequate or completely 
non-existent Some students 
have said that the library does 
not seem to have many books 
As ridiculous as the statement 
sounds, it is really quite true In 
a study made by Joel Stowers 
director of the library, dealing 
with the year of 1969, a 
comparison was made between 
the UTM library and the 
libraries of fourteen other 
southeastern colleges in the 
3000-5000 student range. In that 
comparison, UTM was number 
15 in the number of total 
volumes and number of 
volumes per full time student 
At that time, the total number of 
volumes stood at 72,250. As of 
November 30, 1971, the number, 
had grown to 118,826 Despite 
this large improvement, Mr. 
Stowers said that due to the 
growth patterns of the other 
college libraries that we are 
still probably at the bottom or 
close to it 

The American Library 
Association says that UTM's 
library should contain 255,000 


volumes in proportion to the 
present student population. 
However, Mr Stowers said that 
there are other standards to go 
by and that since UTM has only 
six graduate programs 200,000 
volumes would be a good goal at 
which to aim As far as finances 
are concerned, he states that 
there is enough money for a 
year to year improvement but 
that money is badly needed for > 
an “overtake” program. This 
program would put the-library 
on a level comparable to the 
libraries of campuses of similar 
enrollment. According to Mr 
Stowers, the library is 
"seriously deficient,” and that 
money in addition to the regular 
budget is needed to increase the 
rate of improvement. 

The library is slowly 
improving, but the “overtake” 
program is necessary for 
UTM’s students. Paul Meek 
Library is just not growing at 
the same rate as the student 
population. However, the UTM' 
Development Committee’s 
acceptance of a special project 
to raise funds for 5,000 new 
volumes is very encouraging. 
Perhaps soon, the problem of 
the library can be attacked on a 
larger scale.

This was a 
student production by UTM 
students under the direction of 
Miss Marilyn Jewett, an

Please don’t misunderstand 
me, for 1 am pleased when 
groups not directly associated 
with the campus can use 
campus facilities, especially 
high school students, who are 
prospective UTM students. But 
I think it’s another matter when 
outside groups are given 
priority to the use of facilities, 
including a parking lot. That the 
Opera Theater is not popular is 
not a valid argument, since the 
free, reserved seats were all 
taken all three nights in 
advance. That there is a 
scheduling problem, I’m aware, 
but the fact that a major Music 
Department function such as 
quarterly Opera Theater

productions are planned a year 
in advance should indicate 
someone else’s lack of planning 
(and consideration), not the 
Music Department's. That 
there is limited parking 
available. I’m also aware, but 
we're speaking of spaces for 
some 40-50 cars as opposed to 
1,200-1,500. 

I've been at UTM about seven 
years now and have seen the 
Vanguard Theater and the 
Music Department move from 
the dilapidated old 
Administration Building 
through the old Science 
Building to the new facility. 
Their contribution to the 
University has likewise grown, 
only one aspect of which is that 
the Music Department was one 
of few departments on campus 
to show an increase in 
enrollment recently. I feel the 
Fine Arts Departments have 
enough lack of support without 
discouraging audience 
attendance by denying them a 
place to park. 1 would thus like 
to see some priorities 
established that would permit 
people interested in campus 
activities, especially student 
productions, to at least have a 
place to parkwhen they desire to 
attend If such priorities have 
been established, I think they 
should be re-evaluated

UNLESS a college student 
has children, as a rule he should 
not buy life insurance. In fact, 
says the non profit Consumers 
Union, “the last thing most 
college students need is life 
insurance.” 

TIIE EXCEPTION would be 
the breadwinner on whom 
children will be dependent until 
they grow up. Despite this a 
typical circumstance for a 
collegian, CU says “the life 
insurance agent has become a 
familiar figure on many 
campuses.” 

Bearing this out is an industry 
survey of more than 300 life- 
insurance companies which 
turned up 20 per cent with sales 
programs aimed at college 
students and young 
professionals who are not yet 
earning enough to pay the 
premiums. 

Isn’t it difficult to sell a policy 
to someone who can’t afford it? 
Insurance men have their sales 
pitch so programmed to this 
hurdle that they can often turn 
it into a selling point. Says 
Consumers Union, they 
approach the premium paying 
problem by offering to finance 
the first premium, and 
frequently the second, with a 
loan to by paid off perhaps five 
years later 

The interest on that five year 
loan? It's payable at an annual 
rate of 6 to 8 per cent or more 
And, says CU, in many plans the 
policyholder pays interest on 
the interest, too 
As an example of what life- 
insurance loans can cost, the 
nonprofit consumer 
organization tells of a $10,000 
policy sold by Fidelity Union 
Life of Dallas in 1970 The 21 
year-old student purchaser paid 
an annual interest rate of 8.5 per 
cent. The compounded finance 
charge on the first year 
premium loan of $151 comes to 
$76.06 

From the creditor’s 
standpoint, such loans are 
among the safest imaginable, 


says Consumers Union. Its full 
report on the sale of life 
insurance to students, 
contained in the January issue 
of Consumer Reports, explains 
why the lender's risk is so 
minimal. 

One element involves a 
miniature endowment policy 
built right into the insurance 
policy. At the end of five years, 
the insurance company gets 
most of the cash value in 
payment of the policyholder’s 
debt. 

The promissory note itself has 
built into it an acceleration 
clause, a typical feature of 
retail installment contracts. If 
the student fails to pay any 
premiums on time, the lender 
can demand immediate 
payment of the entire loan. With 
the promissory note, he can also 
readily obtain a court judgment 
ordering payment 

Entitled “Caveat Emptor on 
Campus,” the CU report, warns 
that as with most retail credit 
agreements, an insurance 
policy financing note may be 
impossible to cancel. Life

Examine Tracks

The photos shown here point 
out the dilemma faced by the 
quartet in injecting the drags 
into their bloodstreams If the 
drugs are not injected every two 
hours, serious consequences 
may result and a doctor's 
prescription for narcotics was 
necessary until final disposition 
is made 

Desperately trying vein after 
coiiapsea vein in an attempt to 
get what has become life 
sustaining drugs into the blood 
stream, the four addicts permit 
blood to trickle unheeded from 
hands, arms, legs and feet 

Ironically, the » year-old 
woman, the youngest of the 
four now requires a greater 
quantity of the drug than her 
companions although she has 
been on drugs for only three 

^These four people are so 
addicted to Dilaudid. an opium 
derivative, that they must nave 
a direct injection every two 
hours An abrupt stop in the 


drug injections would result in 
convulsions, followed by a coma 
and then possible death 
In order to p re s erve the lives 
of the four prisoners. It was 
necessary for the medical 
examiner to prescribe regular 
doaea of Dilaudid. which (be 
prisoners inject themselves 
Their bodies are one mass of 
hypodermic needle puncture 
wounds The n year-old woman 
told police officers moot of her 
veins have already coHapoed 
from the use of drugs 
She must try as many as 3ft to 
40 times to gel the drug directly 
into the blood system When the 
time came for her injection 
yesterday at 10 a m. she first 
inserted the needle holding the 
Dilaudid warmed with a match 
flame into the bend of her left 
arm near the Hbow She failed 
to find the vein She then began 
inserting the needle in the 
hollow between the knuckles at 
the base of the fingers on the left 
hand Failing to find a vein in 
any of the four hollows she 
moved the needle up near the 


to get the drag into her system 

Finally with Mood dripping 
from numerous wounds, she 
found a vein that will hold a 
portion of the quantity she must 
have After making several 
attempts to inject the entire

Vanguard Theatre’s 
production of “The Crucible’ 
last weekend was so personal 
that it hurt It always hurts to 
see one’s own faults mirrored 
and magnified. The play 
presented the Salem witch 
scare for what it really was, a 
hoax ignited by fear of the 
unexplainable and kindled by 
hypocrisy. As is still the case 
today, everything was 
considered the product of God 
or Satan, and the unexplainable 
and strange could be thought of 
only as evil. 

Some of the acting was 
unusually good for a college 
performance. Doug Sheppard 
as John Procter was the brave 
man who dared try to expose 
the hypocrisy and wickedness of 
the establishment and the 
church in particular. 
Unfortunately, his effort was in 
vain, and he ended up at the 
gallows. Feeling like he had 
failed in his moral duty to save 
innocent people, he almost 
confessed that he had been with 
Satin in order to save his life, 
feeling he was not worthy of 
dying for what he knew was 
good. Realizing, however, that 
this would only make the others 
who had been convicted look 
guilty, he retracted his 
confession and was hanged. 

Charles Walker, as Reverend 
John Hale, was a man who saw 
the crookedness of the court and 
wanted to stop it but didn’t have 
the guts to do it. Cowardliness, 
however, wasn’t the only reason 
for his failure to exercise his 
power. He found himself caught 
between his belief in personal 
freedom and his faith in the 
court’s justice. 

Michael McClendon as 
Reverend Samuel Paris was the 
epitome of selfishness. For fear 
he would lose his church and 
have his own name shamed, he 
used the trial to try to eliminate 
John Proctor whom he believed 
was plotting to expose him for 
what he was. It seemed, 
however, that his own 


selfishness had blinded his 
better judgment. He saw only 
what he wanted to see. Near the 
end of the play he realized the 
injustice he had helped bring 
about, but it was too late to stop 
the hanging. 

Greg Peeples as Duty- 
Governor Danforth was the 
personification of blind justice 
Witnesses, he explained, were 
no good in witch trials since 
spirits were invisible. 
Therefore, he claimed, the only 
parties who could be considered 
in such trials were the accused 
and the victim, and he admitted 
that the accused wasn’t 
expected to confess. In this 
case, Abigail Williams, played 
by Janet French, was the main 
witness.

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Book Review 

Chicano: Saga Of A Mexican-American Family 


Richard Vasquez. Chicano 
New York: Doubieday and Co., 
Inc., 1971. 384 pp

Richard Vasquez has written 
a moving novel which attempts 
to do for Mexican-Americans 
what James Baldwin has done 
for Black-Americans Chicano 
tells the gripping story of the 
family of Hector Sandoval who 
fled the chaos of pre-World War 
I Mexico where the hacendado 
took excellent care of his 
livestock “but not such good 
care” of the peasants. Like 
thousands of other Mexicans, 
the Sandovals hurried to 
America to seek refuge from 
Mexico’s poverty and tyranny. 
"To los Estados Unidos,” 
Hector told his family, “where 
there will be no more of all that 
makes us suffer.” 

Hector and his family were 
struck bv the apparent 


affluence of the Anglos in the 
American Southwest and 
dismayed by the “look of 
complete and intentional 
disrespect” that they received 
from them While most of the 
Anglos lived a life of relative 
ease, the Sandovals soon 
discovered that poverty was the 
common life style of the 
“Mexican sections” or the 
barrios bajos north of the 
Mexican border Yet there was 
little time to complain for 
“finding work in the fields and 
orchards was on the minds of 
all.” If a Mexican emigrant 
worked hard, he might even 
earn “a straight twenty cents 
per hour. The hours were from 
six to six, with a brief respite for 
lunch.” Conditions in America 
were absymal for the 
Sandovals, but they had little 
choice. “Here we are trapped,” 
one of Hector’s daughters 
observed, “either do the white 
man's work,... service him, or 


live like an animal in Mexico.” 

Hector eventually drank 
himself to death before he 
worked himself to death in this 
land of opportunity. The family 
quickly disintegrated. Neftali, 
the oldest son, moved to a small 
town near Los Angeles where a 
Mexican could buy property 
and live comfortably like an 
Anglo. He married the youthful 
Alicia and raised seven 
children. 

During and after World War 
II, the family of Neftali 
Sandoval drifted further and 
further apart as the children 
seemed willing “only to tolerate 
the family system and 
traditions” of their parents. The 
“problem of the generations” 
that Oscar Handlin describes in 
his Pulitzer Prize winning book 
The Uprooted is brilliantly 
depicted by author Vasquez in 
Chicano. A teary-eyed Neftali 
tells his rebelious children “its 
because vou’ve seen... (the

Anglos) in their loose ways that 
you no longer want to have 
propriety” but does not fully 
comprehend the meaning of his 
teary-eyed daughter’s reply, 
“you’re right papa.” 

The bulk of the novel traces 
the story of Neftali’s children 
and grandchildren and their 
attempt to escape the rut of life 
in the barrio and to assimilate 
into the mainstream of 
American society. The author 
portrays their encounter with 
the “polite tolerance” of liberal 
Anglos, the institutional racism 
the schools and legal system of 
California which turns an 
innocent albeit slow-learning 
Chicano youth into a drug user 
and pusher, and the 
“neighborhood meetings” 
which prevent well-to-do and 
status seeking Chicano families 
from moving out out of the 
barrio of East Los Angeles into 
middle-class suburban areas. 
The story concludes with a 
subplot based around Marianna 
Sandoval, Neftali’s beautiful 
granddaughter, and David 


Stiver, an Anglo Sociology 
major. David's liberal 
leanings permit him to have a 
love affair with Marianna but 
do not oblige him to go to her 
death bed after she had gone 
through the terrible ordeal of an 
illegal abortion to prove her 
love for him. If only Marianna 
had been a descendant of a fine 
Spanish family in California 
rather than a Chicano, David 
repeatedly told himself. “Being 
able to say that - just that, only 
that- would have given him the 
courage necessary and made 
the difference.” 

Richard Vasquez has written 
an important novel. His 
portrayal of Chicano life in the 
American Southwest is so vivid 
and realistic that neither the 
numerous contrivances in the 
plot nor the rough transitions 
and flashbacks detract from it. 
This novel is a must for anyone 
interested in learning about the 
experiences and hardships that 
many of the five million 
Americans of Mexican descent 
have encountered north of the 
Mexican border.

Campaign 
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Profiency Exams Help 
Students Earn Credit

A testing center to help 
students earn college credit by 
examination in academic areas 
in which they’re proficient has 
been established at the 
University of Tennessee at 
Knoxville. Dr. Charles 
Weaver, UT vice president of 
continuing education, said the 
program will enable 
participating students to save 
time and money in completing 
their college educations. 

The College Level 
Examination Program (CLEP) 
was recently contracted by UT 
system. The program is a part 
of a nationally standarized 
proficency exams on the college 
level. 

UTM presently gives a 
limited number of proficiency 
exam credits. Some schools 
accept as many as forty-five 
hours received from CLEP. 
Guide lines have not as yet been 
set on CLEP credit on the 
Martin campus, but Dr. 
Norman Campbell reported 
that a study is being made. 

Students from Martin may 


take CLEP exams in Knoxville 
and the credit would be 
accepted here. 

If a large enough interest in 
CLEP is shown, UT Knoxville 
has indicated that they would 
consider sending a 
representative to Martin once a 
month to give the exams. In the 
future, if enough interest 
develops, Marti}) may ask for a 
center located here. 

Anyone interested in the 
program or in taking a CLEP 
exam may obtain further 
information, including the dates 
of the examinations, from the 
Department of Academic 
Affairs. The tests will be given 
at least once monthly by UT as 
a CLEP testing center. 

Dr. Weaver said that: “It is 
believed that the availability of 
CLEP will make credit by 
examination more attractive to 
both students and faculty 
members. This is one of several 
programs UT is initiating to 
expand non-campus 
educational opportunities 
throughout the state.”

“The American Dream 
Machine” is a show with a very 
attractive format. It can 
probably be labeled (labels 
merely for convenience please) 
as the "Esquire” magazine of

A 91-87 WIN over touted Southeast Missouri State College closed 
out the 1971-72 University of Tennessee at Martin cage campaign 
and gave Bob Paynter a 10-16 record for his first year of collegiate 
coaching. 

AFTER DIPPING to a lean 3-9 worksheet midway through the 
season, the Pacers regathered forces to post seven wins in their 
final 14 outings, including regular season upset wins over Austin 
Peay, Southeast Missouri State and Christian Brothers in regular 
season play, and Nicholls State in the Gulf South Conference 


tournament. 

Backcourt ace Marcus 
McLemore, a two-year 
letterman who had seen only 
limited action in two previous 
seasons as a forward-center, 
moved to the front as a senior 
and led the Pacers in scoring 
with a 12.2 average. 

Other U-T Martin cagers with 
double figure averages for the 
1971-72 season were Jack 
Bendure with 11.9 and Mike 
Casey with 10.5. 

High-flying Fred Sanders, 
UTM’s dazzling center, paced 
I he team in rebounds with 190 in 
23 games. McLemore finished 
with 165 caroms from his guard 
slot followed by Bendure with 
156 and Casey with 146. 

Bendure led the team in 
assists with 61. Guard Jim 
Bentley, who moved into a 
starting role late in the season, 
was second with 53. 

Overall, the Pacers tallied 
2,036 points in comparison to 
opponents’ 2,151, yielding on the 
average by an 82.7-78.3 margin. 
No individual records were 
broken during the season, but 
three team marks were erased. 
The old standard for most field 
goals by both teams set on 


November 1, 1966, when UTM 
and Lambuth poured in 76 two- 
pointers fell on February 22, 
1972, when Nicholls State and 
the Pacers combined for 83. 
UTM connected on 46 of 69 floor 
shots while the Colonels found 
the range on 37 of 84. 

The game also established a 
new school mark for the highest 
field goal percentage. The old 
mark of 56 per cent against 
Lambuth in 1951-52 was 
replaced by the 67 per cent 
production in the Nicholls clash. 

The old team record for most 
rebounds set on December 13, 
1969, when UTM snagged 53 
caroms against Delta State was 
replaced during the past season 
when the Pacers gathered in 59 
errant shots agains Lambuth on 
December 7, 1971. 

Brightening the basketball 
scene and boosting the cage 
fortunes of the Pacers was a 
highly successful junor varsity 
team which posted a 16-4 
record. Composed of athletes 
recruited by Coach Paynter, the 
squad has several members 
who will move into contention 
for varsity duty next season.

races. This came in the form of 
questions, answers and rebutals 
from both whites and blacks 
about what apparently are the 
two most controversial symbols 
in Martin today; 
the Confederate flag and the 
black fist. 

To the whites the Confederate 
flag is a reminder of the days 
when Magnolia trees were in 
bloom, cotton was king, and 
when noble Southern gentlemen 
fought gallently upon the 
battfields aflame against 
overwhelming odds in defense 
of Southern Rights. To blacks 
the Confederate flag is a 
reminder of the time when 
blacks were shackled, in bred 
with each other like animals, 
and the freedom that was 
finally won mocked at by slave 
codes bent towards the 
extermination of black pride 
and dignity. 

To some whites the black fist 
seems to say: “1 am black and 
brown open the door or I'll tear 
your house down.” To the 
blacks who understand the 
meaning of the fist, it is the 
symbol of the black people 
invited in the struggle toward 
positive goals, economic power, 
as well as moral strength; 
perservence and discipline, 
despite the many paths that 
separate blacks from black as 
well as blacks from whites. 

In conclusion, if Black 
History Week serves only to 
make people aware of the needs 
of all people everywhere only 
one week out of the year, then 
Black History Week has failed. I 
am sure that no one who reads 
this article needs to be 
reminded that failure is not 
acceptable when so much is at 
stake.

insurance is customarily sold 
for a year at a time. When a 
student is persuaded to buy a 
policy and sign a financing 
agreement, he is committing 
himself to buy a full year’s 
protection. 

None of the policies or 
promissory notes examined by 
Consumers Union had a 
provision for refund of 
premiums during the first year. 
And, says CU, the policies 
examined tended to be 
relatively expensive cash value 
policies with lots of extra-priced 
features. 

Companies doing a big busi¬ 
ness in college policies often 
set up special agents in college 
towns. They like to recruit as 
salesmen popular campus 
figures such as fraternity 
leaders, recently graduated 
star athletes, former coaches 
and even faculty members and 
administrators. 

One professor at Michigan 
State University is cited as 
reporting some students he 
interviewed didn’t know they 
were signing a contract 
committing them to buy 
insurance. Some thought they 
were signing a medical form. 
Others thought they were 
getting the first year’s 
insurance free. All were being 
sued by the same insurance 
company.

Fund Committee Explores 
Various Studies Program

Dr. Derek Nunney, Academic 
Vice-President at Oakland 
Community College in 
Michigan, spoke to members of 
the Venture Fund Committee 
Thursday, February 24. 

The committee was seeking 
information regarding 
programs of testing which could 
be used to determine a student's 
plan of study. Dr. Nunney 
recently co-authored a report on 
the personalized education 
program now in effect at OCC. 

The purpose of the program is 
to develop a plan of study for 
each individual student based 
on his strengths as revealed by 
diagnostic tests. 

After the test results are 
computed a student receives 
instruction by means of media 
which utilize his strengths. For 
example, a student who 
performs well in a seminar-type 
situation may be assigned to a 
course of study utilizing such 


seminars. 

Students at OCC take three 
hours of tests before they plan 
their courses. Some of these 
tests measure visual and 
manual coordination, response 
of senses, and personal 
characteristics. The tests are 
evaluated by trained 

professionals who develop the 
plan of study which Dr. Nunney 
refers to as a “cognitive stye 
mapping.” 

The results of the program at 
Oakland have been notable. In 
a social science program in 
which 64 per cent of the students 
usually received passing 
grades, 93 per cent received A, 
B. or C after this program was 
begun. 

Although UTM has no definite 
plans for instituting any 
particular testing system at this 
time, the committee is still 
exploring various programs.
